Before W eston cam e over and put 
long dlntance walkers on their m ettle, 
a w alkipg race of over seven mi lea 
waa of rare occurrence, but since the 
Am erican's exhibit lone of endurance 
there has bean m uch diecueaion aa to 
the relative merita of Engliah and 
Am erican walkers, and numbera of 
matchea at all distances have been 
decided in various parta o f the country, 
though only in a few instances were 
the performances at all noteworthy, 
W eston's exhibitions in the provinces 
do not appear to have com m anded so 
much pa’ronage aa was anticipated; 
and the class of men who competed 
against—or rather with h im —Were all 
on a par with those that he bad had to 
m eet at the Agricultural H all. 
They 
were untrained; the Am erican there­ 
fore bad everything all bis own way, 
and in 
consequence m any 
begau 
to believe that we bad no m en in the 
country able to cope 
successfully 
against the Am erican at any distance 
over fifty mile». 
Encouraged by the 
lHi ge numbers that bad attended W es­ 
ton’s exhibitions, Messrs. W . A tkins 
and R. Lew is déterm ined to organize 
a monster com petition open to the 
world, offering £100 as first prize, be­ 
sides other m oney prizes, for a twenty- 
four hours’ walk at the Agricultural 
H all. 
W eston was Invited to oom- 
pete, and the promoters 
liberally 
offered an extra £100 if the Am erican 
entered the com petition, but even a 
prize of £100 failed to attract him to 
the lists. 
H owever, there w as no lack 
of entries, and the difficulty Mesera^ 
Lewis and A tk in had to contend with 
was to select only candidates of m erit 
and fairly representative o f profes­ 
sional athletes. 
Of one hundred ap­ 
plicants the entries of sixteen were 
finally accepted, viz.: 
W. Newm an, 
of Camden Town; M iles, of Brixton; 
Perkins (cham pion), of Camberwell; 
W. Howse, of H aggerstone; A. Clark, 
of H ickney; V aughan, of Chester; 
Cooper, of Northam pton; Ide. of Forth 
W oolwich; Crossland, of Sheffield; 
Sm alley, of Birm ingham ; Courtney, 
of Barnet; N elsou, of Camden Town; 
Sim m onde, of N ottingham ; Robson, 
of Liverpool; Parry, of Sheffield; and 
Oale, of Cardiff. 
Of this lot fourteen 
cam e to the post, the latter two being 
the only absentees. The arrangem ents 
were excellent. 
The track wasBeven 
laps to the m ile; composed of sand and 
loam, and at the western end there 
were retiring boxes for each of the 
competitors. 
Facing 
the 
Judges’ 
stand an im m ense blaok board was 
hoiHted w ith the names of the walkers, 
and in front of which a string of men 
chalked down each m ile or lap as 
called by the judges, who were eight 
In number—H. 
F. 
W ilkinson, 
T. 
Griffith, J.V andy, H. Green, J. Knott, 
Jr.. J. Jenn, C. Mather, aud G. W. 
Atkinson (Sporting Lift). 
A baud 
was in attendance to enliven the pro­ 
ceedings, and the men all appeared In 
becom ing costum es, eaoh wearing a 
sash of special color or design, so that 
any one possessed of a programme 
could recognize eaoh with little diffi­ 
culty. These sashes had a very pretty 
effect, and the scene ju st before the 
start was a most anim ated one. There 
were then about 5,000 asaembled w ith­ 
in the building, aud the greatest ex ­ 
citem ent prevailed. 
It Was agreed 
that the men should be despatched on 
the stroke of nine by the report of a 
S 
istol. 
Punctual to the m inute it was 
red, and the fourteen pedestrians 
sent on their arduous journey. 
M iles 
at once dashed o ff with the lead, the 
Brixton hero here outtingout the work 
at a race pace, followed by Ide, How**, 
Clark and Vaughan. The fintt m ile 
was com pleted by M iles in 9 min 15 
sec., Ide being only two seconds be­ 
hind; M iles finished the second In 18 
m in. 64 sec., and the fourth in 39 m in., 
upon thocom pletion of which Perkins, 
who was going fourth, was exactly a 
lap behind, Courtney being last of all. 
In the first hour M iles w alked a little 
over six m iles, and in the second 
eleven m iles six laps and a quarter, 
Clark, Ide, H owse, Vaughan aud Per­ 
kins being well up, and spurting in 
turns, loudly cheered bv the specta­ 
tors. 
The Chester representative was 
going very steadily and w ell, but it 
was evident Ide and M iles were going 
too fast to last. 
A t the third hour 
M iles was about three-quarters of a 
m ile ahead of the field, having covered 
seventeen m iles five laps and a half. 
A t half-past eleven the band played 
the National A nthem and the bell 
rang for the visitors to leave the 
building, but it was not until tw elve 
o’clock that the hall was cleared, and 
then until five o’clock the n ex t morn­ 
ing none were left w ithin the great 
building save the officials and the at­ 
tendants. 
D espite the exertions of 
Ide, M iles retained the lead, ouvering 
in four hours tw enty-three m iles and 
three laps; five hours, tw enty-eight 
m iles aud tour laps; six hours, thirty- 
four m iles and one lap. 
It becam e ap­ 
parent on the com pletion of his thirty- 
ninth m ile that he could bsat the 
fastest tim e on record for forty m iles 
(7 hours 1 m in. 5 sec), and "Jem m y,” 
getting the office, put on a fine turn of 
speed, finishing his fortieth in 7 hours 
Cl sec. 
In the eight hours M iles bad 
traversed forty-five m iles and four 
laps, and he com pleted fifty m iles in 8 
hours 48 m in. 28 sec., beating the fast­ 
est record for that distance (8 hours 52 
m in. 18 sec.) by no less than 3 m in. 50 
sec., so it may be Judged at w hat a gait 
he was traveling. Ide, after his severe 
spurts, now begau to drop to the rear, 
and H owse anu Vaughan filled second 
and third plaoes, but at the com ple­ 
tion of the ninth hour M iles stopped 
for a short reat, and B ow se got in 
front, having at tw enty-four m inutes 
past six walked fifty-one m iles and a 
lap. 
W ith the exception of Vaughan, 
Coeper, Perkins, Clark and N ew m an, 
none of the others appeared to have 
any chance, Robson, who had walked 
about seventeen m iles, having already 
retired. 
A t the expiratlou of the first 
eleven hours H ow se hpd walked fifty- 
nine 
milee five and a half 
lape; 
Vaugban, fifty-nine m iles tw o laps; 
M iles, fifty-nine m iles tw o laps; and 
Perkins, fifty-seven m iles four laps, 
the others being som e distauoe in toe 
rear. 
A t tw enty-five m inntee past 
eigh t o’clock in the m orning Vaughan 
got w ithin a lap of the leader, H owse, 
but the latter then spurted and w ent 
away a n in . 
A t one o’clock (tw elve 
hours from the start) th* distance 
covered by each man w as:—H owse, 
b5 m iles 24 laps; Vaughan, 65 m ll«s 2 
lap*; Parkins, *1 mil** 4 lap*; Croas 
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land, 61 milr*; Milrs. 60 mil»-** 1 
l! 
Conjier, 56 m ile s5 lap*; Nr uiu.-m' 6» 
mil***; Ide, 64 m iles 3$ lajw; Courtney, 
54 mil*-* 1 lap; Nelson. 54 ui'lee; fin a l­

(retting); and Clark, 38 m l!e«5lap* 
(retired). 
As the in-truing wore on 
Vaughan 
showed 
uo 
signs 
of 
exhaustion, 
keeping 
on 
at 
one 
uniform 
pace, 
varied 
w ith a 
few 
short and w ell-tim ed spurts. 
W hen 
he had m ade his seventieth tulle, 
H owse was a couple of laps behind, 
and Crossland, who was struggling on 
very gam ely, hail only finished six ty - 
five m iles und five laps, w hile Per­ 
kins was lim ping, und 
hopelessly 
beaten. 
Later on the cham pion re­ 
tired altogether, and Sm alley followed 
suit, w hile neither Ide nor Sim m ouds 
oame on the track again. 
Beyond all 
doubt now Vaughan had the race well 
in hand, aud he was doing his tulles 
in wonderfully good tim e. 
In six- 
teeu hours be covered 85 m iles3^ laps, 
and eighteen hours 95 m iles 3} lapa. 
This was surpassing all previous per­ 
formances, and with a few spurta he 
finally oompleted 100 m iles in 18 hours 
61 m in. 35 sec , this being 2 min. 5 seo. 
quicker than O’Leary’s tim e (18 hotira 
63 m in. 40 sec.), which previously was 
the best on record, bis last m ile o f the 
100 being walked In 10 min. 16 sea 
Howse, who hod been w alking with 
great pluck and determ ination, mad* 
his 100 m iles in 19 hours 43 m in. 31 
sec., and Crossland in 20 hours42 m in., 
eaoh being greeted w ith a volley of 
cheers. 
A t this tim e N ew m an waa 
o u to n th e tr e o k spinning, but be did 
not go in his best form, and had only 
traversed eighty-four m iles. 
W es­ 
ton’s recent twenty-four hours’ per­ 
formance at the Agricultural H a ll— 
109 m lies 3 fur. 172 yards—was com ­ 
passed by Vaugban at 6 hours 30 sec., 
so that the Chester m an bad nearly 
three hours in hand, and at 6 hours 67 
m in. 7 sec. H owse also oompleted the 
srm e distance, and in turn cam e in 
for an ovation. 
Towards evening an 
Im m ense crowd had gathered in the 
ball, and at eight o’clock quite 16,000 
had assem bled w ithin the building to 
witness the fluish, the greatest ex cite­ 
m ent prevailing. 
A t 7 hours 55 m in. 
Crossland beat W eston’s feat, accom ­ 
plishing 109 m iles and a couple of 
laps, and each hour, wonderful to re­ 
late, 
seemed 
to 
grow 
stronger. 
Vaugban, on the other hand, although 
keeping up his old pace, was visibly 
tiring, w hile Howse w as plodding on 
in the m ost gam e m aimer, but m ak­ 
ing alow progress. 
A t 8 hours 7 m in. 
55 seo. Vaugban oompleted 119 m iles, 
and be then went in for some terriflo 
spurts, going round the track at In­ 
credible speed, covering five lap* in 6 
m in. 44 sec., and then dropping *x- 
hausteJ in the arms o f his assistant* 
opposite the judge’s stand, from w hich 
point be was carried to his retiring 
box. 
Restoratives were applied, and 
fourteen 
m inutes 
afterwards, sup­ 
ported by ills trainer and another he 
oiioe more cam e to the start!ug post to 
finish the tw o laps, but alter going 
round a lap and about thirty yar>is, he 
could proceed no further, and auaiu 
bod to l>e lifted off the truck as ) *r • 
tofore. 
A little later, however, he 
w hs able to oom plete tile 120 m iles 
by a quarter to 9 o’clock, having taken 
only 23} hours to cover that distance 
—a feat that has never before been 
accomplished in the world. 
H*>wse 
walked on till expiration of tlm -, and 
When the pistol was fired it was found 
that he had covered 116 m iles 6 laps 
200 y arde, and Crossland 118 uiiies 5} 
laps, w hile N ew m an, w ho alone nf 
the others finished, had traversed 101 
m iles 5 laps ( ess 50 yards). 
We m ay 
•tute that Vaughan U 6 teet II inches 
high and tw enty uine years of s g , 
and that be was trained and atteinied 
by B ill Lang, the fam ous runner, who 
nursed him most ably, and directed 
bis m ovem ents with th e greatest abil­ 
ity. Cro-slaod finished com paratively 
fresh, but Howse w as fairly settled. 
The performance of the wiunei is so 
wonderful that we feel in duty bound 
to give the tim e of every m ile from 
•tart to finish:

J. D. Edw ard L andau, of Carroll Parish, 
Louisiana, has been nom inated for Congress 
by the Republicans of the Fifth D istrict.

A dispatch received yesterday from Senator 
Roach, from A lbany, New York, states th at 
he bad interviewed U overnor Tilden and im ­ 
pressed him favorably with his views on the 
Chinese question. The Governor is a strong 
opponent of Chinese im m igration. 
Plym outh C hurch has fixed the salary of 
Beecher at 820,000 per anuuin.

T h e Three Rivers R eporter, more 
forcibly thau elegantly, remarks that 
P e t e r Co o p e r , the philanthropist 
and greenback nominee for the Presi­ 
dency, is the man to knock the stuf­ 
fing out of the bloated bondholders. 
It is understood that Vice-President 
B o o t h will bold Uncle P e t e r ’s coat 
while he polishes off the rascally rich 
people.

C o l o n e l G r e y , Chief Engineer of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, accom­ 
panied by the Commissioners appoint­ 
ed by the Government to examine 
and receive the sections of the road as 
completed, yesterday went out to the 
terminus at Indian Wells and exam­ 
ined the last section. It is a first-class 
piece of track, but is built through a 
region that appears to baye received 
the eternal curse of the Almighty. 
If any one can name any place on the 
face of this earth th at is more desolate 
and dreary, more of a barren desert, 
than the country from W hitewater 
Station to Indian Wells, we should 
not care to hear of it, yet over this 
bottom of a dead sea to a point tweu- 
ty-four feet below the ocean level the 
“great monopoly” has built a steel 
track that is not surpassed by any 
railroad in the United States. 


The Dead Lock. 


The much talked of “dead lock” in 
Congress is not in fact what the Re­ 
publican journals seek to induce the 
people to believe, nor will its results 
prove as disastrous as predicted. It 
will affect almost solely the Internal 
Revenue Department. Unless a com­ 
promise is effected the Internal Reve­ 
nue Department will shut up shop on 
the first of July. After that date we 
shall have no more legitimate whisky; 
no more stamped cigars, and not an­ 
other packageof regular matches. The 
determination of the Democratic ma­ 
jority in the House to reduce expendi­ 
tures by forty million dollars will de­ 
prive the revenue officers of their 
salaries and the Government of the 
moiety of funds th at reach the treas­ 
ury from the Internal Revenue De­ 
partment. The business of the custom 
houses will contiuue as usual. That 
source of revenue is governed by dif­ 
ferent laws.and the gold realized from 
customs will continue to come in. But 
the army of revenue officers will be­ 
come an Othello,to the extent of being 
without an occupation. All this might 
follow the dead lock, if the dead lock 
should follow, but it will not. There 
are (Alances in the treasury, and the 
President suggests that these balances 
be used for the paym ent of salaries 
until the two Houses can agree on 
some compromise plan. 
Thus the 
forty million dollars of taxes will be 
collected from the people as usual. It 
strik e s us that however well m eant 
may be th e re tre n c h m e n t movement 
of the House, it does not commence in 
the r ig h t p lace. In place of cutting 
d o w n the salaries of officers it would 
be better to abolish the law under 
w h ic h those officers operate. There 
are h u n d re d s of positions in the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Department in which 
e v e ry d o lla r co llec te d is absorbed in 
the process of collecting. These posi­ 
tions add not one cent to th e re v e n u e 
of the G o v e rn m e n t— they are simply 


blood-suckers or. the people. Would 
It not be better to wipe these offices 
from existence than to reduce the sal­ 
aries of the officers who fill them? It 
is always better to strike at the root 
of au evil than to begin with lopping 
off its brauches. 


M ore Trouble. 


And now come the knowing ones 
with the assurance that it was D on 
C a m e r o n who dropped the fatal spi­ 
der into B l a i n e ’s dumpling. 
There 
is a good deal in this which the ini­ 
tiated know and the uninitiated do 
not know. One of the things that all 
do know’ is th at President G r a n t was 
uncompromisingly opposed to B i.a in k 
and used his m ighty power to defeat 
his uomiuation. 
Oue of the things 
that those on the 
inside do not 
kuow is that G r a n t and the C a m e r ­ 


on family are all the same in a po­ 
litical sense. 
D o n C a m e r o n went to 
Cincinnati w ith instructions from the 
President and his father to nominate 
the White House pet, C o n k l in g , if 
possible, but to defeat B l a in e at all 
hazards. The proceedings of the Con­ 
vention set forth th at D o n could not 
control the Pennsylvania delegation. 
This will do to tell to the “ marines,” 
but those who know old S im o n C a m ­ 


e r o n , need no assurance that those 
delegates could not have been dele­ 
gates without being his creatures. 
D o n could have cast (he delegation 
solid for Co n k l in g at any ballot from 
the first to the last, but to have done 
so, without the move being au effec­ 
tive one, would have been impolitic, 
because it would have exposed the 
game without winning the stake.

B l a i n e , but that gentleman proved 
so hard to beat that D o n found it nec­ 
essary to throw over the Presidential 
pet and joiu forces with the Internal 
Revenue ring. 
H a y e s was the ring’s 
choice, and by going over to it D on 
defeated the most popular man before 
the Convention and sacrificed Co n k ­ 


l in g . 
This aspect of the proceedings 
enables the outsider to understand the 
President’s congratulatory message to 
H a y h s. 
D o n Ca m e r o n did all that 
could be done under the circum­ 
stances. 
H is task was to defeat 
B l a in e first, and nominate C o n k ­ 


l in g if he could. 
The President is 
pleased, if not happy.

Arkansas, 
Florida and South Carolina pay each 
$3,500. Kansas, Indiana, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, New Jersey and Tennes­ 
see pay each $3,000; Illinois, Iowa and 
Maine pay each $2,500. 
West Vir­ 
ginia pays $2,700; Connecticut, $2,000; 
Oregon, $1,500; Delaware, $1,300; and 
Nebraska, Michigan, New Hampshire 
Rhode Island and Vermont pay their 
Governors respectively a salary of 
just $1,000.

Tbe communication was or­ 
dered spread upon the minutes. 
The question of the use of water by 
proprietors of Felis ranch was referred 
to the Committee on Zanjas and City 
Attorney. 
The recommendation for embank­ 
ment along the river was referred to 
the City Surveyor for plans. 
A petition was presented by the Col­ 
lection Committee of the Fourth of 
July celebration asking that a dona­ 
tion be made by the city towards the 
expenses of celebrating. 
Mr. Gerkens moved that three war­ 
rants on the Cash Fund for the aggre­ 
gate sum of $500 be issued in favor of 
the committee payable four months 
after July 4th. 
The motion was passed with one dis­ 
senting vote. 
The City Judge reported the collec­ 
tion of $85 for fines during the week.

The Board of Public Works reported 
adversely on petition for a bridge 
across arroyos on extension of Temple 
street. Report adopted. 
The City Surveyor a9ked for instruc­ 
tions concerning assessments on San 
Fernando street. 
Referred to Board 
of Public Works and City Attorney. 
The Finance Committee reported 
favorably on the bill of Commission­ 
ers for widening of McDousrall street, 
amounting to $40. Laid-on the table. 
A resolution, fixing the salary of the 
Health Officer at $75 per month for 
three months, was submitted and ap­ 
proved. 
Tbe Health Officer submitted a 
lengthy report, recommending 
re­ 
moval of the pe«t house. Referred to 
the Board of Health. 
An ordinance providing for the col­ 
lection of personal tax at the time of 
assessment, was submitted and ap­ 
proved. 
The Marshal was instructed to make 
a weekly report of parties refusing to 
pay license. 
Petition of B. Robinson for bridge 
across Zanja was referred to Board of 
Public Works. 
Petition of A. R. Loomis for return 
of $24.89 paid for tax deed,which deed 
was erroneous and invalid, referred to 
Committee on Finance. 
Petition of P. Cassidy for permission 
to remove gravel from Rock street re­ 
ceived.

ers. All of said petitions were referred 
to the Board of Public Works.

Grand Jury Report. 


The Grand Jury came into court at 
half past three yesterday afternoon 
and presented their report, as follows: 
We have found true bills of indict­ 
ment in eleven cases and have ignored 
bills in eight cases. 
We have recommended two cases to 
the next Grand Jury for want of wit­ 
nesses. 
We have also duly inspected the 
county hospital and jail. 
At the hospital we find there are at 
this date 45 "patients, and we report, 
with pleasure, the whole establish­ 
ment in a most neat and cleanly con­ 
dition. 
As to the jail, we find it kept in as 
good a condition as the character and 
capacity of the buildings will allow. 
At this date tbe jail cental us 45 pris­ 
oners. 
We find therein one prisoner, 
named Michael Brushey,whom we be­ 
lieve to be insane, and recommend an 
examination of hi9 case immediately. 
We strongly recommeud the build­ 
ing of a ne\v jail, as we consider the 
present one entirely unfit for the pur­ 
poses for which it is used. 
In concluding this report we cannot 
say too much in praise of our {Sheriff 
and District Attorney, as it is owing 
to their prompt aud efficient services 
that we are able to report our duties 
finished several days sooner than we 
expected.

Clothes for the Heathen. 


About a year ago, the ladies of acer- 
tain Dorcas Society made up a large 
quantity of shirts, trousers and socks, 
aud boxed them up aud sent them to a 
missionary station on the West Coast 
of Africa. 
A man named Ridley went 
out with the boxes, and stayed sever­ 
al months. When he returned the Dor­ 
cas Society, of course, was anxious to 
hear how its donation was received, 
and Ridley one evening met the mem­ 
bers and told them about it in a little 
•peech. lie said: 
“ Well, you know, we got the clothes 
out there all right, and after a while 
we distributed them among the na­ 
tives in the neighborhood. We though 
maybe it would attract them to the 
mission, but it didn’t, aud after some 
time had elapsed and not a native 
came to churcn with those clothes on, 
I went out on an exploring expedition 
to ñnd out about it. It seemed that 
on the first day after the goods were 
distributed one of the chiefs attempted 
to mount a shirt. He didn’t exactly 
understand it, and he pushed his legs 
through the arms and gathered the 
tail up around his waist. He couldn’t 
make it stay up, however, aud they 
say he went around inquiring in his 
native tongue what kind of au idiot it 
was that constructed a garmeat that 
wouldn’t hang on, and swearing some 
of the most awful heathen oaths. At 
last he let it drag, and that hight he 
got his legs tangled in it somehow, 
and fell over a precipice and was kill­ 
ed. 
Another chief who got one properly 
went paddling around in the dark,and 
the people, imagining that he was a 
ghost. sacrifiiced four babies to keep 
off the evil spirit. 
And then, you know, those trousers 
you sent out? Well, tliey fitted one 
pair on au idol and then stuffed most 
of the rest with leaves aud set them 
up as a kind of a new-fangled idols 
and began to worship them. They say 
the service was very impressive, borne 
of the women split a few pairs in half 
and after sewing up the legs, used 
them to carry yams in. aud I saw one 
Chief with a corduroy leg ou his head 
asa kiud of helmet. 
I think, though, the socks were the 
most popular. All the fighting men 
went for them the first thing. 
They 
filled them with sand and used them 
for war clubs. I learned that they 
were so well pleased with the efficien­ 
cy of these socks that they made a raid 
on a neighboring tribe on purpose to 
try them, and they say they knocked 
about eighty women and children on 
the head before they came home. They 
asked me if I wouldn’t speak to you 
and get you to send out a few barrels 
more, aud to make them a little stron­ 
ger so’s they’ll last longer, and I said 
I would. 
This Society’s doing a power of good 
to those heathen, aud I’ve no doubt if 
you keep right along with the work 
you will inaugurate a general war all 
over the continent of Africa, and give 
everybody an idol of his own. All 
they waut is euougli socks and trous­ 
ers! I'll take them when I go out 
again.’’ 
Then the Dorcas passed a resolution 
declaring that it would perhaps be 
better to let the heathen go naked and 
give the clothes to the poor at home. 
Maybe that is the better way.
